REMARKS 

Claims 1-12 are all the claims pending in the application. By this Amendment, Applicant 
places this application in condition for immediate allowance.

Applicant is not conceding in this application that original claims are not patentable over 
the art cited by the Examiner, as the present claim amendments and cancellations are only for 
facilitating expeditious prosecution of the allowable subject matter noted by the Examiner. 
Applicant respectfully reserves the right to pursue these and other claims in one or more 
continuations and/or divisional patent applications.
